“ Club and S alon,” by Mrs. A m elia 
Gere Mason, a u thor 0! “ W om en of the 
French S alons,” Mrs. Mason says: 
It is often ask ed by thoughtful for­ 
eigners w hy Am erican women, w ho are 
free to pursue any career they lik e, w ith 
am ple priv ileges of education aud the 
univ ersal reign of the literary elub, 
hav e produced 110 w riters of the first or­ 
der, measured ev en by the standards of 
the ir ow n sex. 
One finds m any clev er 
ones and a few able ones, but no .lane 
Austen, 110 George Eliot, no Mine, de 
Stael, 110 Mrs. Drowning. T his m ay be 
partly due to the fact tha t we hav e not 
j yet passed the period of going to school. 
1’ is possible tha t another generation, 
reared in the stim u lating atm osphere of 
! this, m ay giv e us some rare flower of 
genius, if its m ental force be not weak - 
I eued by the general pouring in process 
j or dissipated in the m odern tendency 
j tow ard lim it less expansion aud dilution, 
j Hut club life iu itself is not directly fa- 
‘ v orable to creativ e genius. 
The q ualities of the im agination nev ­ 
er flourish in crowds, though a certain 
J order of talent does flourish there— a 
talent that brings q uick er returns and 
more im m ediate consideration at far 
less cost. 
The salon made brilliant and 
v ersatile women w ho were noted for 
conv ersation and diplomacy. 
It made 
charm ing women w ho ruled men and 
affairs through rare gifts of ad m inistra­ 
tion, tem pered w ith intelligent sym- 
> pathy and ta c t; it m ade executiv e worn- 
j en and finely critical wom en aud m as­ 
terful women, w ho left a strong and 
lasting impression upon the national 
life, but though they liv ed in the m ain 
intellectual current of their time, stim ­ 
ulated and inspired its leaders and had 
much to do w ith its direction they sel­ 
dom made a serious effort in literature 
them sehes.

A physician, w riting to 
T he Lancet, reports a east in w hich the 
comb, w hen fastened in the hair, came 
in contact w ith the hot cu rling iron 
w ith w hich the hair was being wav ed 
and cau ght fire, em itting dense fumes, 
producing sev ere burns and practically 
destroying the hair. 
The explosiv e aud com bustiv e proper- ! 
ties of celluloid are undoubted, and it 
would be well tha t women should bear 
them in m ind, 
'flit1 heat of a purling 
iron at the point req uisite to curl the 
hair is q uite sufficient to ignite cellu ­ 
loid, and The Lancet asserts tha t the 
m aterial burns m uch m ore readily in 
hair than when out of if, as w as {» rov ed 
by experim ents w ith a wig. 
» Sev ere concussion is also sufficient to 
produce combustion, and an instance is 
giv en w here a blow 011 the head by v io­ 
lent contact w ith an open door ignited 
an ornam ental comb, w hich, howev er, 
w as easily detached, so tha t the results 
w e n not v ery serious. 
Some years since it bride w ho w as on 
her w edding tour, arriv ing a t a hotel, 
on opening her tru nk found her trous­ 
seau practically destroyed by fire, the 
only possible source of w hich m u st hav e 
been the explosion of a set of celluloid 
brushes and combs. 
It w as conjectured 
tha t the explosion w as caused by the 
rough hand ling w hich the tru nk receiv ­ 
ed from the baggagem en en route. 
U nder ordinary circum stances c e llu ­ 
loid may be used w ith safety, b u t care 
should be tak en to k eep it, lik e other 
inflam m able substances, a t a safe dis­ 
tance from tire and also from concus­ 
sion, w hile ladies w ho m ak e use of cu rl­ 
ing irons m u st bo careful not to bring 
them into contact w ith celluloid hair­ 
pins or combs.
